Not So Widely Apart. 


The sentiment on the subject tonight ts 
to the effect that opponents and advo- 
cates of the resolution are not as far 
apart as the debate so far indulged in 
would seem to indicate. 

Saii a prominent delegate: ‘Bishop 
Wilson will consent to a commission to 
make a digest of John Wesley’s sermons. 
and Dean Tillett, In his arguments, sim- 
ply uses the word restatement, I think 
there will be no trouble In getting the 
two sides together when they understand 
each other.” 

The Episcopacy committee has recom- 
mended three new bishops, and jt ts pos- 
sible the conference will reach the report 
on the calendar tomorrow, and make 
formal declaration as to the number to 
be elected. It is thought the the actua!} 
election will not be reached before Tues- 
day or Wednesday,

Insurance Department 


Reports Show Estimated Net Losses 
to a Total of $113,441,595. 
Foreign Companies Are 
Heaviest Losers by 
the Disaster. 


Albany, N. Y¥., May 1!3.—The state in- 
Surance department made public the 
figures showing the losses in the recent 
California conflagrations of fire and fire- 
marine insurance companies doing bus- 
iness in this state, and reporting to the 
department as given reports of the com- 
panes called for in the department's cir- 
cular of April 23. They show estimated 
net losses to qa total of $113,441,595, di- 
vided as follows:

be preserved, Absence of ponds, lakes 
and marshes, makes this ground cover 
the natural reservoir for the storage and 
regulation of the water supply. 

Water power is ane of the greatest re- 
sources $f this region. At various points 
on its streams are falls and rapids which 
are valuable aids for increasing manu- 
factures. Estimates by the geological 
survey place available water power at 
1.000.000, which would make a saving in 
coal consumption of the region equivalent 
to $30,000,000 a year. Utility of power 
depends upon uniformity of water flow, 
which is largely regulated by forest 
cover, 

While, as our correspondent inti 
mates, it may be impossible to obtain 
action on this tmportant matter at 
the present session, much may be 
gained by getting it in such legisla 
tive status as will make its considera 
tion and passage only a detail of 
routine next fall. No vital or serious 
objection has been offered to the 
proposition. Its advocates have es- 
tablished that the rights of farmers, 
lumbermen, manufacturers and gener 
al property owners along the propos 
ed route of the reserve will be am- 
ply protected, and that, moreover, 
their interests will be vastly enhanc- 
ed by the speedy completion of the 
project. 

We should not forget that the gen- 
eration of today owes a distinct duty 
to the generation of tomorrow—in 
fact, to the successive generations of 
future centuries. At the last anal- 
ysis, we are but temporary tenants of 
the land, and if we squander its re- 
sources in such manner as to impov- 
erish or embarrass our successors, 
we shall largely handicap the pre- 
tentious plans upen: which we are 
now engaged looking to the ultimate 
destiny of the south,

JUDGE AMZI RUDOLPH. 
(From The Gainesville Eagle.) 
The death of Judge Amzi Rudolph re- 
'moves from our midst one of Gaines- 
'ville’s most prominent’ and highly es- 

teemed citizens. Judge Rudolph had a 
slight stroke of paralysis in February 
two years ago, from which he never fully 
recovered. For a year past he was very 
feeble and for several weeks past it has 
been. known that the-.end was near. 

Judge Rudolph was 80 years old, was 
born Fbruary 6, 1820, in Portage county, 
| Ohio, and came to Georgta, arriving at a 
|'Mr. Sanford’s, a well-known citizen of 
Dawson county, February 5, 185!, which 
was on his 25th birthday. He was one 
month making this trip, seeing his first 
railroad at Chattanooga, Tenn. This 
was the state road, which he rode over 
to Atlanta. 

When the war came on he entered the 
service ag first Heutenant of Craven's 
company, which was made up of White 
county boys in tHe fall of 186!, forming 
a part of Colonel Sumner J. Smith's 
legion In the fall of 1863 this legion 
was disbanded and a regiment command- 
ed by Colonel Thomas Moore was organ- 
ized. Lieutenant Rudolph becoming cap- 
tain of a company. He took an active 
| part in the fighting around Chattanooga, 
' Lookout mountain, Chickamauga and re- 
| treated into Georgia, and was mustered 
out of service at Macon after Lee’s sur- 
render. Thus he closed a brilliant mil- 
itary career, to which he never referred 
unless askew about itt, his expression al- 
ways being, ‘We should forget the war.” 
Where else shall we find such modesty? 
' Where shall we go for more wholesome 
advice? 

After the close of the war, December 
22, 1867, he marrieqd Miss Fannie Boyd, 
dauchter of Colonel] Wier Boyd, of Dah- 
lonega. During this union there were 
two children, Sallie, now Mrs. D. T. 
Quillian, and John Boyd Rudolph. 
Rudolph died in December, 1872, while 
John was but a month-old infant and 
about a vear after moving from Dahlon- 
|ega to Gainesville, In January, 1875, he 
| married Miss Emma Latimer, of Atlanta, 
who survives him. To them were born 
four children, Annie Latimer, who died 
at the age of 2 years, Charles Atwater, 
Latimer and James Amzi Ru-

Woom for Many More. 

As already intimated,

thrifty people who, with just a little sys- 
tematic work, could be induced to come 
to the Central's belt and lend a helping 
hand to ehaping into farms of beauty 
and value the waste places—the un0oc- 
cupled sites and the land which would 
right gladly burst into fruitful farms at 
the touch of intelligently directed 
ploughs and harrows. 

Negro Labor Demoralized. 

In the presence of all that has been 
done and jooking to what remains to be 
done, we must not attempt to disguise 
the fact that ‘the average negro, as a 
reliable farm hand or as a safe de- 
pendable, cheerful domestic, has been 
ruined. 

The white people must meet this situa- 
tion and master it. I am glad to say 
that hundreds of white men are today 
operating their farms independently of 
the negro. 

These plucky white fariners are grad- 
ually winning to their aid clever white 
help, so, with more system in manage- 
ment, with better cultural methods, with 
a& more intelligent and liberal use of fer- 
tilizef's, with improved labor-saving farm 
implements, a smaller acreage is being 
made to produce larger crops at greatly 
reduced cost. In every section of the 
State where this needed reform has been
